Election Tuesday 

Kentucky voters will head to 
the polls Tuesday to decide 
nominees from both parties for 
several state offices. 

In the most high-profile race 
on the ballot, Republicans Matt 
Bevin, James R. Comer, Hal 
Heiner, and Will T. Scott are all 
vying for the GOP nomination 
for Kentucky’s next governor. 
The winner will face the 
Democrat nominee—either Jack 
Conway or Geoffrey M. Young— 
in the November General 
Election. 

These primaries have been 
especially contentious, with 
Comer and Heiner exchanging 
barbs and accusations the past 
few weeks, and Young taking 
legal action against Conway and 
other high-ranking Kentucky 
Democrats for alleged 
misconduct and claiming that 
Conway is not an eligible 
candidate. 

Republicans Michael T. Hogan, 
a four-term Lawrence County 
Attorney, and Whitney 
Westerfield, a state senator in 
District 3, will compete for their 
party’s nomination for attorney 
general. The winner will face 
Andy Beshear, the lone 
Democrat seeking the office, in 
November. 

A crowded race has developed 
for state treasurer. Allison Ball,

Fire Dues Won’t Go On Tax Bills

After plenty of discussion and an extremely tight vote, the Adair 
County Fiscal Court decided Tuesday night not to include fire 
dues for residents in the Breeding and Knifley fire districts on 
property tax bills. 

The measure had been requested last month by members of 
both departments in hopes of increasing the number of due-paying 
members in their respective districts, as currently only about 25- 
percent of people pay, with the others opting instead to risk 
paying the $500 fine levied against those that don’t pay if they 
require the departments’ services. 

All seven magistrates seemed to rely heavily on feedback from 
their constituents to determine their votes. 

“I’m going to go with who put me here,” District 2 magistrate 
Daryl Flatt said, adding that most people he had talked to didn’t 
want the dues included on their tax bills. District 7 magistrate 


Terry Hadley echoed Flatt’s sentiments, saying out of about a 
dozen people he had discussed the matter with, two were okay 
with the ordinance and the other 10 were strongly against it. 

District 3’s Sammy Baker disagreed, but referenced the same 
reason as Flatt and Hadley—the wishes of the people in his 
district. Baker said the majority of people he spoke to were in 
favor of the proposed ordinance. District 6’s Greg Caldwell made 
similar remarks. 

County Attorney Jennifer Hutchison-Corbin had prepared two 
ordinances for the magistrates to choose from. One of the options, 
the weaker of the two, included an opt-out clause that would 
allow residents in the Knifley and Breeding fire districts to have 
the dues removed from their tax bills, while the other would 
include the dues on tax bills as a mandatory payment. Knifley Fire 
Chief C.R. Drake said that he’d be happy with either option, even 
the one with the opt-out.

Charles Murphy reaches up to the top shelf of a bookcase and pulls a volume into his 
possession.

The Adair County Fiscal Court’s decision Tuesday 
night not to include fire dues on tax bills brought to my 
attention a couple of issues that I think should be 
discussed more thoroughly. The first relates to the 
school of thought behind each magistrate’s vote, while 
the second underscores a problem that I did not learn 
about until very recently. 

First of all, let’s look at what happened Tuesday. The 
measure that would put fire dues on tax bills for people 
that live in the Breeding and Knifley fire districts failed 
to pass. While I hate this for the fire departments, 
which apparently only collect dues from about a quarter 
of the population in their districts, I have a hard time 
finding fault in the reasoning behind the magistrates’ 
votes. 

Almost every representative on the court explained 
their district’s constituents’views on the matter, and 
then voted in accordance with what their people—the 
people that elected them—wanted. 

There are basically two different approaches elected 
officials may take when carrying out their duties and 
responsibilities as a leader of a democratic government. 
The first method involves trying to best represent the 
will of the people, which is the approach our county’s 
magistrates took Tuesday night. Several magistrates 
made their decisions on the opinions of those in their 
district. 

The other method of governance involves a more 
introspective approach to leadership. The people elect 
officials to make sound decisions, and they lead by 
choosing what THEY — not their constituents— think is 
best. Sometimes these decisions coincide with one 
another, in situations where the leaders and the people 
want the same thing. Other times a legislator might 
decide what he or she thinks is most appropriate even if 
the people want something different. 

The vote Tuesday night could have very well been a 
combination of these approaches —where the 
magistrates agreed with their constituents. We don’t 
know though, because almost all of the discussion 
centered on other people’s opinions. This is neither an 
indictment nor an endorsement of the magistrates’ 
actions; it’s simply a fact. 

I have no problem with Adair County’s officials 
making decisions based on what the people want, 
because it’s as democratic of a method as a 
representative government can be. It’s important to 
remember though that sometimes, every now and then, 
“We the People” are woefully, incredibly wrong. I hope 
our magistrates recognize this fact as well, and don’t 
ALWAYS feel bound to what the people want. They’re 
elected to make decisions, and I’m glad that they value 
their constituents’opinions; I just hope they also trust 
their best judgment as much as they trust ours. 

The other issue that I’ve been thinking about since 
Tuesday’s meeting is less theoretical and more 
immediate and specific. I have no idea why, but 
apparently people just don’t pay fire dues. At only $25 
for the first property, and $15 for each additional parcel 
of land, this seems like a ludicrously inexpensive cost 
for fire protection. Our county’s fire departments, 
especially the smaller ones in Breeding and Knifley, 
depend on this money to stay in operation, to protect its 
residents. If you don’t pay, of course, you still get their 
services —they won’t sit idly by while your house burns 
to the ground—but you’ll be subject to a $500 fee. 

I don’t know the appropriate solution to this problem, 
but I don’t see anything wrong with the proposed 
ordinance that would still allow people to opt out of 
their fire dues. It seems like it would encourage more 
people to pay while also not inhibiting anyone’s liberty 
to cheaply snub their local fire department. This is not 
the ordinance that went to vote, and I wonder if it might 
have passed if it had, since it was the weaker of the two 
options. I also wonder if increasing the $500 fine to 
$1,000 might help, although I’m not sure about the 
legality of such a move—just something to think about. 

To close. I’d just ask that everyone strongly 
considering paying your fire dues. These people 
volunteer their time and sacrifice their own safety to 
protect our community, and chipping in even a small 
amount like $25 a year will allow KAVFD and BAVFD 
to continue with this protection.

Historic Adair County 
Courthouse has hosted many 
events and other business... 


Our Historic Courthouse appears to many to be but an imposing 
architectural element in the midst of the Public Square. It is and 
has always been more than just a house of legal procedure and 
records keeping. Since the opening of this seat of justice, many 
activities have been hosted here. Funerals, weddings, meetings 
of all types, and entertaimnents for the community. For exam¬ 
ple: 

The Lindsey Wilson Y.M.C.A. hosted a ‘Tramp Convention’ 
at the courthouse on 6 March 1915, a century ago. The court¬ 
house was well filled that Saturday evening ti witness the pro¬ 
ceeding of the Tramp Convention, in which the young men por¬ 
trayed the life of the ‘typical tramp’, his ups and downs in life: 
How to avoid a biting dog, a unique way of getting a handout, 
and how to secure clothing, etc. It was reported the ‘Stories of 
the Knights kept the audience in an uproar, any appearing to be 
delighted with the various stories.’ The young men conceived 
the idea for giving the play and managed it from beginning to 
end. The costumes were ‘hideous, and the faces and hands of the 
actors indicated that a bath would be conducive to health.’ All 
proceeds from the play were to go toward the purchase for 
chairs for the hall at Lindsey. 

Citizens and the Commercial Club Take Action in April 1915- 
-A meeting of the citizens of the county was held at the court¬ 
house in support of the proposed Dixie Highway, which was to 
pass through Adair County. A committee, composed of J.O. 
Russell, W.A. Coffey and N.M. Tutt, who were members of the 
Commercial Club, were to correspond with representatives in 
Nelson, Washington, Marion, Taylor, Russell and Clinton 
Counties with a view to enlisting interest along the line through 
the state, and of securing representation at the Chattanooga 
meeting on the Highway which was to take place on the 20th of 
April. As we all know, the Dixie Highway did materialize. 

The Honorable A.E. Stanley, candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor in May 1915, spoke to a large crowd at 
the Adair Courthouse on Saturday afternoon, 29 May. His oppo¬ 
sition in the Democratic primary, H.V. McChesney, spoke to a 
crowd at the courthouse on 15 July. Augustus Owsley Stanley, 
Democrat, was elected Governor of Kentucky in the ensuing 
November election and served one term, having defeated Edwin 
R Morrow, of Somerset, the Republican candidate. Stanley had 
served six terms in the U.S. House of Representatives. 

Rev. Frederic A. Hamilton, resident of Columbia, who was 
engaged in literary work, held degrees from Hanover College, 
Louisville Theological Seminary, Princeton University and 
Chicago Theological Seminary, delivered a lecture to the citi¬ 
zens on ‘The Art of Living Together, And Some Other Matters’, 
at the Courthouse, in May 1915. The main point of this lecture 
was a ‘happy home’ among other points. The lecture was ‘schol¬ 
arly and the audience well pleased. ’ 

Rev. D.M. Walker, pastor of the First Christian Church, 
Stanford, Ky., addressed a large crowd at the courthouse on 1 
August 1915 on the state-wide prohibition issue. The courtroom 
was crowded and many attendees had to stand to hear the 
speaker. Elder Z.T. Williams introduced the speaker, and at the 
opening, prayer was offered, closing with a song, ‘My Old 
Kentucky Home,’ and prayer by Eld. Williams. 

In August 1915 the new Baptist Church was dedicated by 
Rev. L.C. Kelly, of Campbellsville. The building was so 
crowded that many could not gain entrance to hear the program. 
‘The people of Columbia and especially the Baptists, are proud 
of their church building, a magnificent edifice...’ A large dinner 
was spread in the hall of the Courthouse and was genuinely 
enjoyed.

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Attorney General Conway Sues Marathon Petroleum 

Suit Alleges Anti-Competitive Practices Lead to Higher Gas Prices in Kentucky 


Attorney General Jack Conway filed a lawsuit this week in fed¬ 
eral court against Marathon Petroleum. The suit, filed in U.S. 
District Court in the Western District of Kentucky, alleges that 
Marathon engages in anti-competitive practices that lead to higher 
gas prices for consumers across Kentucky. 

“For almost two decades, Marathon has been allowed to run ram¬ 
pant in Kentucky,” Attorney General Conway said. “Marathon 
owns and operates the only refinery in Kentucky, and it maintains

its wholesale monopoly by making retailers and other potential sup¬ 
pliers enter into contracts that are outright anti-competitive. This 
conduct harms everyone who buys gas in Kentucky.” 

As reflected in the complaint filed today, the Office of the 
Attorney General (OAG) believes Marathon violated state and fed¬

and Ashland Oil merged in 1998. 

The suit alleges Marathon abused its monopoly, which led to 
higher gas prices for Kentucky consumers and businesses. The 
price disparity is most pronounced in the Louisville and Covington 
markets, where retailers are required to sell reformulated gas (RFG) 
during the summer months to reduce pollution emissions and 
improve air quality. Gas prices in Louisville are generally 20 to 30 
cents higher than the rest of the state. When Louisville is compared 
to St. Louis, an RFG market of similar size in the region, gas prices 
averaged roughly 25 cents more per gallon in Louisville than St. 
Louis in the summer of 2014. 

The Office of the Attorney General alleges that Marathon dis¬ 
courages competition by requiring independent retailers to sign 
unlawful supply agreements that eliminate wholesale competition, 
by forming exchange agreements with horizontal competitors that 
keep other suppliers from entering the Kentucky market, and by 
writing deed restrictions into the sales agreements of some prop¬ 
erties sold by Marathon. 

The Attorney General’s investigation uncovered that some supply 
agreements Marathon enters into with retailers require retailers to 
purchase 100 percent of their RFG from Marathon, with penalties if 
the retailers fail to do so. The agreements also prohibit unbranded 
retailers from challenging Marathon’s pricing. 

Marathon executes exchange agreements with other major sup¬ 
pliers, which allows Marathon to supply branded stations with 
gasoline. Through these agreements, Marathon has limited competi¬ 
tion. The competitors have no incentive to upgrade their refineries 
and supply infrastructure to produce and deliver RFG to Kentucky 
because Marathon is already supplying the stations with gasoline. 

Marathon further reduces competition by adding deed restrictions 
to some of the property parcels it sells. The restrictions prohibit the 



purchaser of the property from selling gas or operating a conven¬ 
ience store. Some of the restrictions have an exception that will 
allow for development of a gas station n if the station sells only 
Marathon gas. 

HISTORY OF THE MERGER & OAG INVESTIGATION 

When Ashland and Marathon merged in the late 1990s, the 
Federal Trade Commission said one state bore watching because 
the merger could create a lack of competition at the wholesale level. 
That state was Kentucky. 

Attorney General Conway first started investigating gas prices in 
Kentucky in 2008 after it became clear that Kentucky stations were 
charging more for a gallon of gasoline than retailers in surrounding 
states. The disparity was even more significant in markets like 
Louisville and Covington, where retailers are required to sell refor¬ 
mulated gas during the summer months. 

In 2008, Attorney General Conway forwarded his investigation 
to the Federal Trade Commission (FTC). It declined to review the 
merger. In 2011, Attorney General Conway spoke with U.S. 
Attorney General Eric Holder and forwarded the investigation to 
the Department of Justice’s Oil and Gas Price Fraud Working 
Group. In 2014, when new commissioners were named to the FTC, 
Attorney General Conway once again asked for a review of the 
merger and its impact on Kentucky.

A brief May meeting of 
the Columbia-Adair 

County Chamber of 
Commerce was held inside 
Cranmer Dining Center 
Tuesday afternoon, with 
two separate, but very 
important groups address¬ 
ing the crowd in atten¬ 
dance. 

First on the docket was 
the month’s corporate 
sponsor, Summit Manor. 
Marcella Hodges, the 
administrator at Summit 
Manor, pointed out that the 
facility employs approxi¬ 
mately 125 workers, pro¬ 
viding a large boon to the 
local economy, but stressed 
that the true purpose rested 
with its residents. 

“We want to focus on 
what the people there can 
still do, not the things they 
can no longer do,” she 
said. 

Hodges informed the 
crowd that this week was 
National Nursing Home 
week, and detailed some of 
the upcoming activities 
planned to celebrate. 

“We’re bringing in lots 
of community groups and 
planning several 

activities,” she said. 
“There will be cookouts, 
games, and other fun 
things that give both our 
staff and our residents a 
chance to interact with the 
community as much as 
possible. These folks really 
appreciate everything that 
people do for them.” 

After Hodges finished 
her address, Ellen Zomes 
introduced the next 
speaker, Peggy Lawson, 
who was there on behalf of 
Adair County Relay for 
Life. 

“We’ve had other chair¬ 


persons over the years,” 
Zornes began. “But Peggy 
has staying power. She’s 
been with us for 17 years, 
and has served not only 
Adair but other surround¬ 
ing counties as well.” 

Lawson began by rec¬ 
ognizing the cancer sur¬ 
vivors in attendance. 

“This is what Relay for 
Life is,” she said, gesturing 
to those standing. “It’s a 
celebration for another 
birthday, another year with 
family.” 

Lawson informed the 
crowd that, since 1996 
when Relay for Life began 
in Columbia under the 
leadership of June Parson 
and Sue Stivers, the annual 
event has raised more than 
$900,000 for cancer 
research. After a peak year 
of well over $100,000, 
however, last year’s event 
raised just $56,000. 

“We have to bring that 
number up,” Lawson urged 
the Chamber. 

She continued, publiciz¬ 
ing the June 19 date set for 
this year’s Relay, and 
pointing out the traditional 
ceremonies, including the 
Survivor’s Lap and the 
luminary service. From 
there, she turned over the 
microphone to Bill 
Hawkins, a representative 
for the American Cancer 
Society and longtime 
Relay for Life volunteer. 

“I want to thank you 
guys for being involved in 
Relay for so many years,” 
Hawkins began. “Through 


research programs and 
services funded through 
Relay, we are seeing 11 
million more Americans 
celebrate birthdays each 
year after being diagnosed 
with cancer.” 

Hawkins shared a phone 
number, 1 800 227 2345, 
which he said is a year 
round, 24-hour call center 
for anyone with questions 
about cancer, who may 
have recently been diag¬ 
nosed, who wants to learn 
more about their treatment 
options, or who simply 
needs someone to talk to 
about the dreaded disease. 

“It’s there for anyone 
who may need it,” he said 
of the number, pointing out 
the widespread effect of 
cancer. “We all have a 
bond in this room that I 
wish we didn’t share.”

“We will accept that option because a lot of people will 
still pay,” Drake said. 

Judge-Executive Mike Stephens clarified that neither 
measure would be an added tax, only a fee for fire dues that 
would be included on a tax bill. 

“It’s only collecting for them through the Sheriff’s 
[Dept.],” Stephens said. “It’s a bookkeeping thing.” 

Eventually, Baker moved to accept the option with no 
opt-out clause, and Caldwell offered a second. On a roll 
call vote, Stephens, Harold Burton, Baker and Caldwell 
voted for the ordinance, while Flatt, Billy Coffey, Perry 
Reeder, and Hadley voted against. When the tie was 
announced, Stephens withdrew his vote and the motion 
died. 

Firefighters in the audience asked if the court would vote 
on the other option, and Stephens opened the floor for a 
motion, but no one bit. Baker said that the other option 
wouldn’t pass either. 

In other business at Tuesday’s meeting: 

•The court gave first reading to the new budget for the 
upcoming 2015-2016 fiscal year, totaling more than $5.3 
million. Specifically, $1.6 million is included in the general 
fund, $1.7 million in the road fund, and $1.3 million for the 
jail. The other 13-percent of the money is divided amongst 
LGEA, Forest Fire, Parks and Recreation, 911, and the 
Green River Animal Shelter. 

Treasurer Barry Corbin said that the budget had been 
reviewed more thoroughly than any in his eight years with 
the county. The most notable change from last year was a 
cut of almost $500,000 from the road fund, a direct result 
of the expiration of the gas tax. Stephens was confident 
some of that money might be recovered. 

“It doesn’t mean we aren’t going to get it,” he said. 

•The court voted in favor of switching financial officer 
Gayle Cowan and Deputy Judge Holly Grimsley from 
hourly to salary pay. Each will remain in the same budgeted 
pay grade—$38,000 annually—although Flatt noted that 
last year Cowan made just more than $36,000 being paid 
by the hour, and voiced his support of keeping the hourly 
system. Billy Coffey made similar remarks in favor of 
keeping the scale as it is. 

Reeder moved to accept Stephens’ recommendation for 
the change to Cowan’s pay, Caldwell offered a second, and 
the motion passed 5-3, with Flatt, Coffey, and Baker voting 
in opposition. The motion for Grimsley passed 6-2, with 
Baker switching his vote because he wanted Cowan and 
Grimsley’s methods of payment to be the same. 

•The court voted in favor of subscribing to the 
L.E.A.D.S. software program, which offers a method of 
tracking and monitoring pawn shop transactions in order to 
track down stolen merchandise. Sheriff Harrison Moss said 
that a 30-day trial run with the software had been 
successful. 

“It’s a very good program,” Moss said. “It’s nationwide.” 

The cost to subscribe is $1,200 per year. Despite not 
having anything in writing, a unanimous, 7-0 vote was 
taken to constitute “first reading” of the subscription, and a 
final vote will be taken at next month’s meeting. 

All magistrates were present for the meeting.

The Columbia-Adair County Community Garden is designed to bring together 
individuals, families, businesses, and civic organizations for the purpose of growing 
and sharing fresh food. Community building and education are also important 
missions. The garden is conceived of as a place for positive interactions between 
community members of all ages and walks of life bonded together by a common 
belief in importance of locally grown, organic food and an interest in learning more 
about gardening.

Just 
show up at the courthouse that 
morning. 

The trial run trail has to be a 
designated trail for that activ¬ 
ity only and begin or end 
within the city limits. The 
creek is our only trail that 
meets the criteria. Once we 
finish our trial run and all the 
necessary assessments, then 


we (Columbia-Adair County) 
will be eligible for certifi¬ 
cation as a Kentucky Trail 
Town and will begin to map 
and develop other unique 
trails that our town and county 
offer such as hiking, biking, 
horse back riding and off road 
riding. 

Trail Town is a national pro¬ 
gram that works through each 
state to help small communi¬ 
ties develop and take advan¬ 
tage of adventure tourism 
opportunities in their area 
through a designation and 
assistance program that will 
help these communities con¬ 
nect the dots for travelers and 
guide them to trails, food, 
lodging, campgrounds, muse¬ 
ums, entertainment and other 
services that will aid business 
for small communities and 
add more tourism opportuni¬ 
ties for the state. 

Each Trail Town decides 
what approaches it wants to 
take to tie into existing trail 
systems and other services 
that trail users need. It pro¬ 
vides an opportunity for Trail 
Town communities to work 
together and share ideas while 
at the same time developing 
their downtowns and Main 
Streets for increased tourism 
dollars. 

The Office of Adventure 
Tourism will provide guidance 
to these communities on 
issues such as trail devel¬ 
opment and signage, and how 
other communities have been 
successful by linking trails 
and services. 

Once a community receives 
the Trail Town certification, 
the Tourism, Arts and Heritage 
Cabinet, the Department of 
Travel and Tourism and Office 
of Adventure Tourism will 
help promote and market these 
communities and the services 
being offered. They will be 
highlighted on maps, web¬ 
sites, visitor’s guides and 
other state promotional mate¬ 
rial. 

Our surrounding counties 
are also taking advantage of 
the Trail Town initiative to 
boost their tourism and com¬ 
munity well being as well.

Murphy estimates that he’s read two books a week for as 
far back as he can remember. Assuming he started with that 
pace as a teenager, that means he has read more than 5,500 
books in his life, with the number growing every few days. 

“Some people are alcoholics or workaholics, well I’m a 
bookaholic, always have been,” Murphy says. “My brother 
says that he’s never read a book his whole life, but I couldn’t 
imagine that.” 

Murphy’s home could easily be mistaken for a welcoming 
library. He has shelves of books in almost every corner, on 
almost every wall. While cars sit in his driveway, his garage 
is home to shelves and tables packed full of books. Most 
people would be considered Civil War enthusiasts for owning 
three books about the conflict between the states. Murphy 
owns hundreds, enough to fill three bookcases. He has 21 
bookcases just in the upstairs of his house. There’s even a 
bookcase in the kitchen. 

“I’ve got books all over the house, in the garage, just 
everywhere,” Murphy says. “I used to have a whole lot more, 
but I get rid of some after I read them. I don’t have enough 
room for all of them.” 

A retired custodian at Colonel William Casey and current 
substitute custodian at Adair County High School, Murphy’s 
voracious scholarship hasn’t gone unnoticed among his 
coworkers, both current and former. Adair Schools Supt. Alan 
Reed remembers many conversations about books he and 
Murphy enjoyed when Reed was principal at Casey. 

“Some people might see Charles and not have a clue that 
he’s probably read more classic works of literature than 
anyone in Adair County,” Reed says. “He’s probably more 
well-read than any employee in our school system. You never 


really know who might be the sharpest tool in the drawer.” 

In the late 1990s, when Reed was still at Casey, he asked 
Murphy in casual conversation what he would like to do, if 
he could do anything. Murphy said he’d like to go to college. 

“He said it would be like a dream come true,” Reed 
remembers. Knowing his impressive desire to read and learn, 
Reed and other faculty and staff at Casey arranged for 
Murphy to take a couple of classes at Lindsey Wilson 
College, free of charge. Another anonymous donor made it 
possible for him to take two more classes. 

“He loved that opportunity,” Reed says. “He’d come in 
early, go change from his custodian uniform into his college 
guy clothes, then come back and work late. He did pretty 
well. It was one of the more memorable humanitarian efforts 
I’ve ever been involved in.” 

Murphy remembers his college courses with fondness. 

“I took two American history classes and two English 
classes,” Murphy says. “It was almost 40 years after my 
regular schooling.” 

History and English were subjects for which Murphy 
already held a firm understanding. He has books on every 
U.S. president from Washington to Obama—filling up three 
bookcases in the upstairs of his house, which he 
affectionately calls “The Jungle.” He especially likes reading 
about Eisenhower. He loves to study World War II. As for 
fiction, his passion spans across generations, from the 
classics, which he claims to have read “all of them,” without 
hesitation or exaggeration, to current authors like James 
Patterson. 

“I like Patterson, but I can’t keep up with him,” Murphy 
says. “I think he’s got help.” 


Murphy is right. Patterson is notorious for employing 
ghostwriters to contribute heavily to his works, allowing him 
to “write” more than 10 novels per year. It does in fact take 
an entire team of authors to keep Murphy busy. 

To quiz Murphy on authors is to receive a lesson in 
literature that would make an English professor either proud 
or jealous, depending on his or her credentials. 

Vonnegut? 

“Oh yeah, ‘Slaughterhouse-five.’ is okay. I’ve read a few 
more.” 

Giles? 

“I love Janice Giles. I’ve read all of her books at least three 
times.” 

Steinbeck? 

“Yep. ‘Grapes of Wrath’ might be my favorite book. It 
stands out above the rest, to me anyway.” 

Currently, with a full work schedule, Murphy says his 
reading has been reduced to “only” about 60 pages per day. 
He’ll more than double that number this summer, when he 
has a lighter workload. He’s been reading a lot of Christian 
fiction, and also reads the Bible on a daily basis. 

“If he isn’t working, he’s reading,” Murphy’s wife, Marie, 
says. “He reads all the time.” 

Murphy has no idea how he came to love books as much as 
he does, but says his passion isn’t diminishing with age. 

“I really don’t know why I’ve always read so much,” 
Murphy says. “My parents weren’t big readers, but I can’t 
remember a time when I didn’t read this much. I’ve always 
read. It takes me away from here to all kinds of places. It’s 
just something I have to do. I have to read.”

As summer heats up across the nation, so do the engines of 
motocross racers everywhere. Hoards of individuals and teams 
throughout the region and country are taking to the track on 
weekends to compete at all levels, but one local team is placing 
their lofty finishes behind an even larger goal. 

“Motocross is something we do as a family, it’s allowed us to 
spend a lot of time together doing something that we all love,” 
Stacey Coffey explains. “But we also use this time to ministers to 
others at the tracks.” 

Bro. Darrell Coffey often preaches at Daniel Boone MX in 
London, Ky. and occasionally speaks before other Sunday races at 
other tracks across the area. The Coffey team trailer is adorned with 
an invitation to stop by and pray with the family, and the Racing 
For Jesus theme is carried throughout both their race team and their 
ministry. 

“God has blessed us with a great motocross family that we enjoy 
spending time with,” Coffey adds of the numerous people they have 
met through the sport. “We’ve met a lot of new people along the 
way and we have some that we’ve grown very close to over the last 
few years.” 

On the track, the success began well before the warm weather 
arrived. During the winter indoor season, three of the team’s racers 
captured top-three finishes, with 16-year-old Andrew Coffey taking 
home the championship in the age 12-16 age group and a third 
place finish in the 14-24 year old division; seven-year-old Kailey 
Young taking second place in the 50cc 4-8 year old multi-speed/ 
shaft and nine-year-old Wesley Young capturing third in the 65cc 7- 
9 year old division. The youngest member of the team, two-year-old 
Ryan Young, took the winter off from riding his strider bike, but is 
ready for summer.

“We’re very proud of the kids,” Coffey says. “They have had 
some changes in bike sizes and moved up to harder classes with 
more competition, but they still had a great indoor season.” 

With spring in full bloom, the team took to the outdoor tracks, 
and the results remained just as strong. At the first event of the 
outdoor season, held at Daniel Boone MX in March, Andrew 
captured second place in both schoolboy divisions, Wesley grabbed 
first in the 65cc 7-9 year old class, and Kailey finished third in the 
50cc 7-8 group. 

In April, Andrew grabbed a first place finish in one schoolboy 
class as well as the 250c class, while Wesley also took top honors in 
both 65cc 7-9 and 65cc 7-11 age groups and Kailey finished third in 
both 50cc 7-8 and 50cc open stock classes. 

This past weekend, the group returned to Daniel Boone MX 
looking to take the first step in qualifying for the Loretta Lynn 
National Championship competition in Hurricane Mills, Tenn. 
Andrew qualified for regionals in the 250c 12-16 limited division 
and the 450c division before his bike locked up during a second 
place run in another 250c contest. 

“We just praise Jesus he wasn’t hurt,” Coffey says. “The next 
thing is to fix his bike, and then we’re off to another qualifier.” 

After the qualifying stages are over, the team plans to travel to 
Regional competition in Buchanan, Mich, on June 6-7 and 
Millville, Minn, on June 20-21. If they advance, the team will take 
part in Nationals in August. 

“All motocross riders have a dream to go to the Loretta Lynn’s 
National Championships,” Coffey explains. “Our prayer is for 
safety first, and then the opportunity to go on and compete there.”

In the world of competitive 
college athletics, recruiting never 
actually stops. There may be dead 
periods, no contact periods, or a 
time between the various camps, 
tournaments, games, events and 
recruiting trips, but the monster 
itself is never truly asleep. That 
monster became even more ever¬ 
present and terrifying this week, 
and yet the cause is a team that 
exists beyond the realm of college 
sports. 

A group of California businessmen, led by Cerruti Brown, has 
launched the Las Vegas Dealers, a professional basketball team 
based in the namesake city, which will begin play in the 2015-2016 
season. The objective of the team is to sign the nation’s best high 
school and college players who are projected as first-round NBA 
draft picks, to play for them instead of spending their required year 
or additional years in college. 

The team claims to be offering $700,000 per season for 
McDonald’s All-American high school blue chippers, and 
$400,000 per season for collegiate underclassmen—both an 
incredible leap over the, uh, zero dollars they’re allowed to make 
in college. 

Brown says he wants to provide kids with an alternative to 
college hoops, where playing for free for a season before being 
allowed to enter the NBA Draft is restricting to the best young 
prospects in America. The team will apparently play 35 home 
games in Las Vegas, where various professional and semi-pro 
teams from across the world, namely Europe, will venture to play. 
On the road, the Dealers figure to make the trek across the ocean to 
do battle with those same European counterparts for an additional 
15-game schedule. 

The group claims to have a substantial financial backing and 
many have speculated about the sponsorships that may come from 
shoe and athletic apparel companies looking to sink their claws 
into the next NBA star as early as possible. 

While I’m all for the idea that these youngsters should be 
allowed to make money off of their skills, I’m also incredibly 
skeptical about this venture. The team has apparently reached out 
to former Seton Hall, Manhattan and Florida International assistant 
coach Scott Adubato. 

Who? Exactly. That’s the coach who is going to convince top 
prospects and their families to put their draft stock and future 
earnings in his hands? That’s the guy who is going to develop these 
elite young players for the next level? That’s the guy who is going 
to stand on the sidelines against some of the top teams in Europe 
and guide a squad of teenagers through a 50 game schedule? 

Beyond the pure business model problem—where you realize 
that Brown’s claim of expecting five McDonald’s All-Americans 
(at $700,000 per player) and a roster of $400,000 college 
underclassmen would make for a team salary well over $5 million 
a year before you even factor in team staff, facilities, travel and 
other expenses, will leave a ludicrously high bill for an entity that 
figures to generate little to no revenue at all—I just don’t know 
how many top players will actually make the leap. 

Sure, the money is incredible for an 18-year-old prospect whose 
other option in America is to play for free. I hope the venture at 
least puts enough pressure on the NCAA and forces a discussion or 
action where these kids can actually see a piece of the huge dollar 
amounts they generate. But for the time being, I’m not so sure that 
the risk is worth an initial $700,000 payment. 

Obviously, the NBA is well aware of these players before they 
ever even choose a college to play for in their one season before 
heading pro, but there are also numerous examples of players who 
saw that once sure-fire stock take a serious hit the second they 
encountered real competition and exposure. For every LeBron 
James, there’s a Josh Selby, and placing your development in the 
hands of a mid-level D1 assistant when John Calipari and Coach K 
are courtside at your high school games is a bold move. 

There will undoubtedly be kids who take the money—you’d be 
nearly insane not to at that age—but there is already a proven 
method in place to reach the real paycheck, and even Europe offers 
similar dollar signs with a more stable infrastructure. 

My prediction is that the players we see make the jump to this 
independent pro team are the ones that would have ultimately been 
forced to Europe based on grades or amateur status anyway, and 
that the real difference makers continue to showcase their talents 
for free for one season. 

The Kevin Durant, Anthony Davis, Kyrie Irving tier of guys will 
keep spending a year on a college campus, but those second and 
third level guys from unfortunate backgrounds and with limited 
long-term perspective may very well choose to gamble their stock 
with the Dealers —at least for however long the team can stay 
afloat.

Seniors Tristan Beard, Daniel 
Franklin, Josh Hardin, Zach 
Hutchison, Mason Pyles, Chad 
Scholl, David Streeval and 
Dusty Todd were joined by 
junior Trevor Willis on the field, 
and despite the unusual 
alignment and new batting 


order, the Adair veterans found 
steady success from the start. 

After a leadoff double to right 
for Casey County advanced to 
third on a ground out and scored 
on a chopper to first that was 
fielded brilliantly by Scholl, a 
strikeout by Hutchison settled 
the tempo and Adair set about 
taking control of the game. 

A Willis single lead off the 
home half of the first, and after 
Streeval was hit by a pitch and a 
ball was misplayed by the Rebel 
catcher allowing both men to 
advance to scoring position, a 
sac fly from Hutchison tied the 
game at 1-1. 

Hutchison was masterful in 
the second, striking out all three 
batters in a theme that would 
continue throughout the contest.

Adair Softball honored a pair of seniors Tuesday night as third 
baseman Ashley Bragg and right fielder Nealia Baker were 
recognized for their Lady Indian careers before a matchup with 
Green County. The game itself was filled with drama, as an Adair 
rally in the seventh forced extra innings before a massive Green 
County surge put the game out of reach and Adair fell 9-3.

mound, but the Indians again 
squandered scoring chances, 
ultimately falling to the 
Generals 2-1.
